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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The tables will furnish information in regard to number 
of schools, length of terms, attendance and studies pursued. 

In April last, there were eighty-two boys and seventy- 
nine girls of school age in the district. The spring terms 
were somewhat marred by the presence of contagious dis- 
eases; otherwise the aggregate work of the year has been 
profitable and encouraging. If any term has been unsatis- 
factory, it should stimulate renewed effort for improvement, 
and those which have been especially successful should 
quicken the hope of still better results. 

A state law now requires all children between eight and 
fourteen years of age to attend school all the time it is in 
session, unless excused, and a by-law of the district requires 
those between fourteen and sixteen to attend at least 
twenty weeks. 

We are not unmindful of the responsibility resting upon 
the school board in the selection of teachers. Circumstan- 
ces beyond the control of any person sometimes thwart 
the best endeavors, and in no branch of human activity 
and effort is there universal success. The cordial thanks 
of the school board are due to those who have in many 
ways aided them in their work. 

A good school begins in the home. Pupils seldom fail to 
reflect its training and influence. Obedience to parental 
authority makes discipline in the school an easy task to 
the faithful instructor. If children are taught that while 
school is in session their presence is the one duty, and that 
nothing, sickness excepted, must be allowed to prevent 
their attendance, the number of absences would be few. If 
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all parents would duly impress upon the minds of their 
children the vital importance of an education, there would 
be greater enthusiasm and effort in obtaining it. Let the 
home sustain the school. 

The community is responsible in part for the condition 
of the school. Let it once be known that citizens are 
unitedly interested in this educational work, that they will 
not, either publicly or privately, countenance wrong-doing 
within the school, or tolerate injurious outside influences ; 
that they are taking a just local pride in the advancement 
of all pupils toward a successful manhood and woman- 
hood, and they will Have done much toward that most 
desirable end—a model school in the community. 

A judicious selection of supplementary books in all the 
branches taught is constantly recommended, and good re- 
sults have thus: been secured. Variety increases interest 
and tends to make the recitation what it should be,— 
topical in its nature. 

The trials of the faithful teacher are many. They need 
the codperation of parents and the confidence of their 
pupils; but above all a devotion .to their calling, which 
never yields to discouragements. No person needs a greater 
variety of accomplishments. Tact, skill, judgment, com- 
monsense, enthusiasm, sympathy and perseverance are 
all essentials in the well equipped teacher, and to these 
should be added a fund of general information to meet the 
demands of inquiring pupils. Is it any wonder that all 
are not alike successful ? 

We wish especially to call the attention of teachers to 
the economy of time, making every moment count for 
progress. Make it a study to accomplish this. It is no 
worse for a pupil to be absent or tardy than for a teacher 
to lose equally valuable time by the lack of systematic and 
continuous work. In no other respect do teachers more 
often fail. Let there be activity—intense, well directed 
activity. Moments lost make wasted hours. No school 
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will be alert, wide awake, quick to act, enthusiastic, unless 
led by the teacher.
